mittee three members of the Commis

The Government bas slways beon
ready o grant [lbern! l[:pmprlnllimn
for relfef after overflows, but constitu.
tional objections seem to be urged
sgainst the use of publlc mwoney to pre.
venl such disastors, This scems {1
logieal, bul conceding for the sake of
argument that the loterestsa of com:
murce and the postal service &y well ne
the proteotion of this great alluvisl
valley, exteniling through elght States,
tloes not make the control of the flond
waters of the river a natlonad duty,
stlll It would seem the wiser policy to
suthories the Commission to congen-
trate their efforts upon the levees until
thut part of the plas of Imorovement (s
completed, having (o vlew not only the
Lenofits to navigation, but also the pre.

INVENTOR OF THE OMNINUS,

The Nalsy Carry Al Firmt Intrédaced
by a Franoh (0 iMear,

The “germ'’ of the omulbus, says the
“Corubifll Magosdoe, was of course an
olid ono, nmil wis o0 be foupd In the
varfous “stages,’” cosches and dill
gences, whige a mumber of  porsons
were conveyed long distances 1n one
common vehilcle. Ularies Koight, e
deed, reealin some exﬂ\rriumnll made (n
the year 1800, when a lumberlng veliole
rinning on six wheels and drawn by
four hormes was plying in London for
short distances, hul was nol very suc-
cessful. An old Irish reminlscont also
“mioded the time’" when a stage of
simliar chameter, on  elght wheels,
worked In 1702 betweon Dublls  and
Seapoint, n suburbaboot four miles off,

ere wis bere a boarding house, or
botel of wome faslilon, where Charles
Mathews was fond of siaylng, The
truth Is, however, that we owe the In-
veution to our so-oalled *“lively nolgh-
bors.”" A retired offieer named {hud‘: "
living st Nantes, hind established baths
ut Hichebourg, which, e found, were
patronized not so extensively ns he e
sred, He scoondlogly, In 1827, started
o sort of genceral car o transport his
customers, which plied between the
baths and the centre of the town,
Paudry later sel up bls vebilcle at Bor
deaux, and also st Parls; hut, a8 ln 0
ey other cases where the communit
I bepefited, the lnvention Hourishied,
though st the expense of the inventor,

In 1520 forage was dear, the ronds
bad; the undertaking ruined the Juck-
Jess Daudry, who 8 sald to Lave dled
of dasppointment.
